SUBJECT:NAMCC CONSIDERATION OF PUERTO RICO 

1 . DEPARTMENT ANTICIPATES CUBANS WILL AGAIN RAISE 
QUESTION OF PUERTO RICO AT NON-ALIGNED COORDINATING 
COMMITTEE MEETING SCHEDULED MAY 6-10 IN KABUL. PARA 5 
CONTAINS TALKING POINTS WHICH ACTION ADDRESSEES SHOULD 
USE AS APPROPRIATE IN DEMARCHES URGING MODERATE LANGUAGE 
ON PUERTO RICO IN NAMCC COMMUNIQUE. 

2. EMBASSIES WILL RECALL THAT SUBSTANTIAL PROGRESS HAS 
BEEN MADE IN MODERATING NAM TREATMENT OF PUERTO RICO. 
FINAL COMMUNIQUE OF NAM FOREIGN MINISTERS CONFERENCE, 
HELD IN NEW DELHI APRIL 7-11, 1977, SIMPLY "REITERATED 
SUPPORT FOR THE LEGITIMATE RIGHTS OF THE PEOPLE OF 
PUERTO RICO TO SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE." 
UNLIKE THE POLITICAL DECLARATION OF THE NAM SUMMIT 
CONFERENCE AT COLOMBO IN 1976, THERE WAS NO CALL FOR 
ACTION ON PUERTO RICO BY THE UN SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON 
DECOLONIZATION (COMMITTEE OF 24), OR THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 
THE COLOMBO LANGUAGE WAS, IN TURN, MORE MODERATE THAN 
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THE COMMUNIQUE OF THE NAM FOREIGN MINISTERS CONFERENCE 
HELD AT LIMA IN 1975, WHICH URGED THE UN TO RECOGNIZE THE 

"MOVEMENT FOR NATIONAL LIBERATION AS THE ONLY LEGITIMATE 
REPRESENTATIVE OF THE PEOPLE OF PUERTO RICO" AND REQUEST 
THE COMMITTEE OF 24 TO SEND A VISITING MISSION TO THE 
TERRITORY. 

4. THE IMPROVEMENT IN NAM LANGUAGE ON PUERTO RICO 
RESULTED IN PART FROM THE SUSTAINED DIALOGUE POSTS 
CARRIED ON WITH HOST GOVERNMENTS WITH RESPECT TO PUERTO 
RICO'S STATUS AND THE IMPORTANCE OF THE ISSUE TO THE US. 

THE MODERATE LANGUAGE OF THE NEW DELHI NACC MEETING 
WAS A DIRECT RESULT OF THE EFFORTS OF INDIA, YUGOSLAVIA 
AND SRI LANKA TO AVOID CONTENTIOUS POSITIONS ON 
SENSITIVE POLITICAL ISSUES. 

5. RESERVATIONS REGARDING THE NAM LANGUAGE ON PUERTO 
RICO WERE ENTERED BOTH AT NEW DELHI AND COLOMBO. ZAIRE, 
INDIA, LIBERIA AND BANGLEDESH ENTERED RESERVATIONS AT 
NEW DELHI. RESERVATIONS AT COLOMBO WERE ENTERED BY 
ARGENTINA, BAHRAIN, BOTSWANA, BURUNDI, REPUBLIC OF 
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CAMEROON, INDIA, INDONESIA, IVORY COAST, JORDAN, KUWAIT, 
LIBERIA, MALAYSIA, MALTA, MAURITANIA, MOROCCO, OMAN, 
PANAMA, PERU, QATAR, RWANDA, SAUDI ARABIA, SINGAPORE, 
TUNISIA, UNITED ARAB EMIGRATES, AND ZAIRE. 

6. SINCE THE KABUL MEETING WILL LARGELY SET THE STAGE 
FOR THE PLENARY FOREIGN MINISTERS MEETING IN BELGRADE 

IN AUGUST, WE WISH TO ENCOURAGE CONTINUATION OF THE MORE 
MODERATE TREND WHICH APPEARED AT COLOMBO. WHILE WE 
CONSIDER IT INAPPROPRIATE FOR THE NACC TO ADDRESS THE 
PUERTO RICO QUESTION AT ALL, WE RECOGNIZE THIS IS AN 
UNLIKELY OUTCOME. WE WOULD HOPE THAT IT WILL BE POSSIBLE 
TO AVOID ANY SPECIFIC CALL FOR ACTION BY THE UN 
COMMITTEE OF 24 FROM THE KABUL DECLARATION. FAILING 
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THAT, WE WOULD HOPE TO SEE A SUBSTANTIAL NUMBER OF 
RESERVATIONS ENTERED ON WHATEVER LANGUAGE EMERGES. 

7. GENERAL GUIDANCE ON ISSUES TO BE RAISED AT KABUL 
WILL BE PROVIDED SHORTLY BUT PUERTO RICO IS OF SUFFICIENT 
IMPORTANCE THAT IT SHOULD BE TREATED SEPARATELY. ACTION 
ADDRESSEES SHOULD THEREFORE TAKE EARLY OPPORTHNANY TO 
RAISE QUESTION OF PUERTO RICO WITH HOST GOVERNMENTS, 
EMPHASIZING US COMMITMENT TO SELF-DETERMINATION FOR THE 
PEOPLE OF PUERTO RICO AND STATEMENT BY PRESIDENT CARTER 
THAT HE WILL SUPPORT WHATEVER STATUS THE PEOPLE OF 
PUERTO RICO WISH. IRAQ, YUGOSLAVIA, SYRIA, TANZANIA, 
AFGHANISTAN, INDIA, INDONESIA AND CUBA ARE ALL MEMBERS 
OF THE COMMITTEE OF 24. TO THE EXTENT POSTS DEEM 

APPROPRIATE, IT IS PARTICULARLY IMPORTANT TO ENCOURAGE 
THEM TO MODERATE POSITIONS. SUGGESTED TALKING POINTS 
CONTAINED PARA 8 MAY BE TAILORED TO MEET LOCAL 
REQUIREMENTS. 

8. SUGGESTED TALKING POINTS: 

- THE SUBJECT OF THE STATUS OF PUERTO RICO HAS BEEN 
RAISED AT PREVIOUS NON ALIGNED MEETINGS. WE NOTE THAT 
THE COORDINATING COMMITTEE OF THE NAM WILL BE MEETING 
SHORTLY IN KABUL. 

- WE RECOGNIZE THAT THE GOVERNMENT OF IS WELL- 

INFORMED OF THE VIEWS OF THE UNITED STATES REGARDING 
THE STATUS OF PUERTO RICO, BUT BECAUSE OF THE IMPORTANCE 
OF THIS ISSUE TO THE UNITED STATES WE WISH ONCE AGAIN TO 
DRAW THIS MATTER TO THE ATTENTION OF THE GOVERNMENT 
OF 
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- THE UNITED STATES RECOGNIZES AND SUPPORTS THE RIGHT 
OF THE PEOPLE OF PUERTO RICO TO SELF-DETERMINATION, 
INCLUDING INDEPENDENCE IF THAT IS THEIR WISH. PRESIDENT 
CARTER HAS STATED THAT HE WILL SUPPORT WHATEVER STATUS 
THE PEOPLE OF PUERTO RICO DESIRE. 

- THE PEOPLE OF PUERTO RICO REGULARLY PARTICIPATE IN 
FREE ELECTIONS IN WHICH PRO-INDEPENDENCE PARTIES RUN

RICAN INDEPENDENCE DESPITE THE WISHES OF THE PEOPLE OF

- WE CONSIDER THE STATUS OF PUERTO RICO TO BE AN 
INTERNAL MATTER WHICH SHOULD BE RESOLVED BETWEEN THE 
PEOPLE OF PUERTO RICO AND THE US GOVERNMENT. 

- (WHERE APPROPRIATE) WE WERE PLEASED TO NOTE THE 

RESERVATION ENTERED BY AND OTHERS ON THE LANGUAGE 

OF THE FINAL COMMUNIQUE ISSUED AT NEW DELHI AND THE 
POLITICAL DECLARATION ISSUED AT COLOMBO. 

- WE HOPE THAT AT THE KABUL MEETING OF THE NON-ALIGNED 
COORDINATING COMMITTEE THE MEMBERS OF THE COMMITTEE WILL 
RECOGNIZE THE UNDESIRABILITY OF OUTSIDE INTERFERENCE IN 
THE POLITICAL RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND 

PUERTO RICO. IN PARTICULAR, WE CONSIDER IT INAPPROPRIATE 
FOR THE COORDINATING COMMITTEE TO TAKE ANY ACTION WHICH 
PREJUDGES THE NATURE OF THAT RELATIONSHIP 

- IF THE COORDINATING COMMITTEE NEVERTHELESS INCLUDES 
LANGUAGE CALLING FOR ACTION IN INTERNATIONAL FORUMS TO 
BRING ABOUT THE INDEPENDENCE OF PUERTO RICO, WE HOPE THE 
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GOVERNMENT OF WILL (AGAIN) MAKE KNOWN ITS 

RESERVATIONS ON THE SUBJECT. 

9. FYI: PRIOR TO LAST YEAR ONLY SUPPORTERS OF PUERTO 
RICAN INDEPENDENCE APPEARED BEFORE THE COMMITTEE OF 24 
TO ARGUE THAT THE TERRITORY WAS A COLONY OF THE UNITED 
STATES AND THEREFORE THAT THE COMMITTEE HAD JURISDICTION 
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TO CONSIDER THE STATUS QUESTION. LAST YEAR POLITICALLY 
PROMINENT PUERTO RICAN ADVOCATES OF STATEHOOD AND 
COMMONWEALTH ALSO APPEARED BEFORE THE COMMITTEE MAKING 
THE CASE THAT THE COMMITTEE S JURISDICTION EXTENDED TO 
PUERTO RICO. DESPITE THE APPEARANCE OF THESE INDIVIDUALS,
